Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  health  and 
vital  statistics  of  the  Urban  District  for  the  year  1962. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district,  as  issued 
by  the  Registrar  General,  was  21,220  an  increase  of  1,190  over  the 
number  for  1961.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses  rose  from  6,550 
in  1961  to  6,665  with  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  total  rateable 
value  of  the  district  to  £200,500. 

The  total  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  499  i.e. — 
54  more  than  in  1961.  This  gives  a  birth  rate  (corrected)  of  22.81 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  18.00  for  the  country  as  a 
whole.  Of  these  births  24,  four  more  than  last  year,  were  illegiti¬ 
mate  resulting  in  an  illegitimacy  birth  rate  of  48.10  per  1,000  live 
births.  Although  this  rate  is  considerably  lower  than  the  national 
one  of  66,  it  is  still  much  too  high. 

Although  the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  regrettably  rose 
from  7  in  1961  to  12,  the  Infant  Mortality  Rate  was  not  very  far 
removed  from  the  national  figure.  Eight  of  these  deaths  were  due 
to  prematurity  and/or  congenital  mal-formation.  The  remaining 
four  managed  to  survive  the  neo-natal  period  i.e.  the  first  four 
weeks  after  birth,  but  unfortunately,  and  in  spite  of  modern 
treatments  succumbed  to  virulent  lung  infections  later  on. 

Deaths  totalled  211  i.e.  38  more  than  last  year.  As  would  be 
expected  heart  disease  and  cancer  accounted  for  50per  cent,  of  the 
total.  Motor  vehicle  accidents  resulted  in  seven  fatalities,  all  male, 
with  ages  ranging  from  24  to  79  years.  Motor  cycles  were  involved 
in  four  of  the  cases.  Other  fatal  accidents  during  the  year  amoun¬ 
ted  to  four.  Of  these,  two  young  miners  died  during  the  course  of 
employment,  while  in  the  other  two  cases  a  man  aged  86  died 
following  extensive  burns  and  a  young  child  of  18  months  was 
asphyxiated  when  she  fell  into  an  ornamental  pond  near  her  home, 
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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


The  extension  and  improvement  of  the  sewage  works  necessi¬ 
tated  by  the  increased  population  cf  the  district  was  scheduled  to 
commence  on  the  1st  January,  1963.  The  scheme  included  the  pro¬ 
vision  of  additional  sprinklers,  humus  and  degesticn  tanks  and  at 
least  12  new  sludge  beds.  It  is  hoped  that  when  the  scheme  is 
completed,  not  only  will  the  increase  in  flow  to  the  works  be  amply 
catered  for,  but  that  any  associated  nuisance  will  be  reduced  to  an 
absolute  minimum. 

NUISANCES. 

Complaints  about  the  two  outstanding  sources  of  nuisance  in 
the  district  continued  to  come  in  during  the  year — and  justifiably 
so.  It  should  be  understood  that  neither  of  these  concerns  come 
under  the  direct  control  cf  the  Urban  Distiict  Ccureil  and  con¬ 
sequently  the  only  action  possible  is  to  make  representation  to 
those  responsible.  Although  this  has  been  done  repeatedly  and  in 
fact  one  of  the  cases  has  been  the  subject  of  a  Parliamentary 
question,  little  or  no  improvement  appears  to  have  ensued.  Further 
action  has  been  considered  by  the  Health  Ccmmittee. 

VACCINATION  AGAINST  INFLUENZA. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Health  Committee  a  suggestion 
to  give  the  Council  employees  imirrrity  against  influenza  was 
given  approval.  However,  the  scheme  had  to  be  abandoned  be¬ 
cause  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  did  not  con¬ 
sider  that  the  Minister  could  properly  use  his  power  under  the 
provision  of  Section  228  (1)  of  the  Local  Government  Act4  1932  to 
sanction  expenditure  of  a  recurring  nature  such  as  this. 

Once  again  I  would  like  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council 
for  their  co-operation  during  the  year  most  especially  with  regard 
to  the  priority  re-housing  of  those  in  need  through  ill-health  and 
in  overcrowded  accommodation.  I  would  also  like  to  express  my 
thanks  to  the  clerical  staff  for  their  invaluable  help  and  to  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  and  colleagues  in  other  Departments  who 
through  their  continued  efforts  have  endeavoured  to  maintain  the 
highest  possible  standards  in  the  sphere  of  environmental  hygiene.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  in  conjunction  with  that  of  your 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  my  sixteenth  Annual  Report  on  the 
work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors.  The  report  is  on  similar 
lines  to  those  of  previous  years  and  to  a  large  extent  summaries 
my  monthly  re  orts  to  the  Health,  Highway  and  Lighting  Com¬ 
mittee  and  the  Housing,  Town  Planning  and  Buildings  Committee 
and  where  necessary  appropriate  observations  have  been  made. 

Progress  continues  to  be  made  in  all  the  many  varied  bran¬ 
ches  of  the  health  department’s  work  including  food  hygiene,  clean 
air  and  environmental  hygiene.  Such  progress  always  has  been 
slow  but  nevertheless  it  is  always  sure.  It  would  appear  that  the 
rate  of  progress  in  the  case  of  the  improvement  of  large  blocks  of 
so  called  investment  property  where  the  owners  fail  because  of 
lack  of  interest  or  lack  of  capital  can  only  be  speeded  up  either  by 
the  breaking  down  of  such  blocks  into  owner  occupied  units  or  by 
the  local  authority  acquiring  the  property  and  themselves  carrying 
out  the  improvements  required  to  provide  standard  amenities  and 
arrest  decay. 

The  removal  and  disposal  of  refuse  is  a  daily  task  which  if 
functioning  efficiently  proceeds  almost  unnoticed.  The  Christmas 
holiday  period  followed  by  appalling  weather  conditions  and  a 
higher  than  usual  incidence  of  sickness  only  to  be  expected  with 
outdoor  workers,  prevented  the  usual  regularity  of  collection  and 
naturally  public  attention  was  drawn  to  this  important  task.  Every 
credit  should  be  given  to  the  workmen  who  carried  bins,  some¬ 
times  frozen  solid  and  often  from  premises  where  no  attempt  had 
been  made  to  clear  paths.  The  public’s  awareness  of  our  difficult- 
ties  was  shown  by  their  courteous  acceptance  of  any  explanation 
given  for  delays  and  this  wras  also  greatly  appreciated. 

In  conclusion  I  wish  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyalty 
and  efficiency  of  your  Public  Health  Department  staff,  the  help 
and  advice  given  by  Dr.  Carroll  and  the  co-operation  of  other 
officials  of  the  Council  and  to  thank  the  Chairmen  of  the  Commit¬ 
tees  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their  interest  and  support 
throughout  the  year

The  following  extract  taken  from  Circular  G.R.O.  (M.O.H  ) 
No.  2/  1957  issued  by  the  General  Register  Office  is  given  as  a 
guide  to  members  on  the  meaning  of  the  terms  “crude”  birth  and 
death  rate  and  “corrected”  (adjusted)  birth  and  death  rate. 

“To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  birth  and  death  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  appropriate  area 
comparability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final  1951 
census  population.” 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for  the 
year  1952  was  Births  0.97  and  Deaths  1.44. 
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PREVALENCE  OF  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  number  of  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  viz.  39  showed  a  big  reduction  on  the  number  for  1961  which 
was  316.  The  difference  was,  in  the  main,  attributable  to  the  large 
decrease  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Sixteen  cases  in  all  were  notified,  compared  with  37  in  1961. 
Five  of  these  were  admitted  to  hospital,  not  because  of  any  undue 
severity  but  particularly,  because  of  the  lack  of  adequate  accom¬ 
modation  for  isolation  at  home. 

Poliomyelitis. 

No  case  of  Poliomyelitis  occurred  in  the  district  during  the  year. 

With  the  introduction  of  the  Oral  Vaccine  (Sabin)  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  the  Salk  Vaccine  rapidly  went  out  of  favour. 
Indeed  the  relief  shown  by  most  mothers  was  remarkable.  That 
atmosphere  of  tension  and,  often  times,  nervousness  associated 
with  sessions  at  which  the  injection  method  was  used,  disappeared 
completely. 

Food  Poisoning. 

One  Case  only,  a  young  housewife  of  19,  wras  notified.  She  was 
admitted  to  hospital  where  on  investigation  it  was  found  that  she 
was  infected  by  an  organism  of  the  Salmonella  Group.  It  seemed 
likely  that  the  vehicle  of  infection  might  have  been  cream  cakes 
which  were  obtained  from  a  local  family  bakery.  Follow-up  action 
which  included  examination  of  those  employed  at  the  bakery  as 
well  as  samples  of  the  ingredients  used  in  the  preparation  of  the 
cakes,  etc.,  failed  to  reveal  any  bacteriological  contamination. 

Tuberculosis. 

Four  cases,  all  male,  suffering  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 
were  first  reported  during  the  year.  This  compares  with  9  cases  in 
1961.  In  addition  3  cases,  2  male  and  1  female  were  notified  as 
having  contracted  the  non-pulmonary  variety.  The  table  on  page 
14  shows  the  ages,  sex  and  occupation  of  those  affected. 

Eighteen  cases  were  removed  from  the  Tuberculosis  Register. 
Six  of  these  left  the  district,  Eleven  were  regarded  by  the  Con¬ 
sultant  Chest  Physician  as  having  completely  recovered.  The 
remaining  case  died.  The  cause  of  death  was  heart  disease.

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TETANUS  IMMUNISATION. 

An  addition  to  the  existing  immunological  processes  was  made 
during  1962  with  the  introduction  of  immunisation  against  Tetan¬ 
us.  This  complaint  which  is  due  to  the  entrance  into  the  body  of 
the  tetanus  bacillus  through  a  wound  is  characterised  by  painful 
contraction  inthe  muscles  of  the  face  and  neck. Hence  the  term  ‘Lock 
jaw.”  Untreated  cases  have  a  high  mortality.  This  active  immuni¬ 
sation,  provided  an  adequate  level  of  immunity  is  maintained  by 
the  recommended  reinforcing  doses,  is  regarded  as  a  more  effective 
method  of  prevention  than  the  injection  of  tetanus  antitoxin  at 
the  time  of  injury.  And  so  PARENTS  ARE  REMINDED  THAT 
IT  IS  VERY  IMPORTANT  THAT  THEY  KEEP  THE  REC¬ 
ORD  CARDS  OF  THEIR  CHILDREN’S  INOCULATIONS  IN 
A  PLACE  WHERE  THEY  CAN  BE  READILY  FOUND  as 
they  are  of  particular  importance  to  the  doctor  treating  a  poten¬ 
tially  infected  wound.

It  will  be  seen  in  the  table  given  below  that  the  number  of 
vaccinations  performed  during  the  year  reached  the  record  figure 
of  1,431.  This  was  completely  due  to  the  outbreaks  of  Smallpox 
in  several  parts  of  the  country  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  Mass 
vaccination  of  the  people  of  the  district  was  discreetly  discouraged 
and  no  special  sessions  were  held  at  the  clinics.  As  can  be  noted 
from  the  table,  over  85  per  cent,  of  those  vaccinated  were  done 
by  General  Practitioners.

SCHOOL  CLINIC. 


The  school  clinic  s  on  is  now  held  each  Friday  after¬ 
noon  and  commences  at  3*15  p.m.  Although  children  with 
varying  complaints  e.g.,  visual  and  auditory  defects  continue 
to  attend,  consultations  are  mostly  by  appointment.  These 
are  mainly  concerned  with  medical  examinations  of  those 
prospective  candidates  to  the  teaching  profession  and  of  those 
wishing  to  take  up  employment  with  the  County  Council. 
The  remainder  of  those  coming  to  the  clinic  mostly  comprise 
school  children  of  13  years  and  over  taking  up  part-time 
employment  such  as  newspaper  delivery  or  grocery  delivery. 
It  is  obvious  that  all  prospective  employers  are  not  au  fait 
with  the  byelaws  of  the  County  Council  on  such  employment. 
These  Regulations  are  given  in  The  Children  and  Young 
Persons  Act,  1933.  The  Regulations  governing  employment 
make  it  clear  that  no  child  shall  be  employed  on  school  days 
except  for  a  period  not  exceeding  one  hour  between  the  hours 
of  5  p.m.  and  7  p.m.  apart  from  those  children  delivering 
papers  when  the  permitted  time  is  two  hours  per  day  i.e., 
between  7  a.m.  and  8  a.m.  and  one  hour  between  5  p.m.  and 
7  p.m.  Permitted  employment  on  Saturdays  and  school  holi¬ 
days  is  for  not  more  than  3  hours  either  between  the  hours 
of  8  a.m.  and  1  p.m.  or  1  p.m.  and  6  p.m.  The  one  exception 
is  in  the  case  of  seasonal  work  (harvest  or  crops.) 

Sunday  is  prescribed  as  a  whole  holiday  and  no  child 
shall  be  employed  on  that  day.  ,  , 

With  regard  to  clothing  Section  10  of  the  bye-laws  state 
that  any  person  who  employs  a  child  on  any  work  out  of 
doors  shall  see  that  he  is  provided  during  the  course  of  the 
employment  with  boots  and  clothing  sufficient  to  protect  him 
from  inclement  weather.  Whether  the  employer  has  actually 
to  provide  the  clothing  at  his  own  expense  is  not  clear  but 
one  thing  is  clear  that  the  Regulations  are,  more  often  than 
not,  ignored.

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This  result  shows" tbe  water  to  be  physically  satisfactory  and 
chemically  pure.  Once  again  the  sample  shows  a  slight  reduction 
in  total  hardness  arid  chlorides  content  and  it  appears  that  the 
trend  of  1958,  1959  and  1960  when  hardness  and  chlorides  were 
increasing  is  now  being  reversed,  nevertheless  this  water  is  still 
regarded  as  being  very^  hard.

The  domestic  consumption  of  water  per  head  per  day  shows  a 
reduction  on  the  1961  figure  of  1.71  gallons.  Compared  with  pre¬ 
vious  years  it  would  appear  that  the  daily  domestic  consumption 
per  head  has  now  become  stablised  as  there  has  been  only  slight 
variation  over  the  last  10  years,  prior  to  1952  however,  the  com¬ 
parable  figures  show  a  significant  decrease.

There  are  only  5  dwellings  in  the  district  without  public 
supply,  and  these  have  piped  spring  water  (3  supplied  by 
hydraulic  ram,  one  supplied  by  gravitation  and  one  supplied 
by  mechanical  pump)  samples  taken  periodically  show  these 
supplies  to  be  of  satisfactory  bacteriological  purity. 

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 
Mansfield  Woodhouse  Area  : — 

With  the  exception  of  547  properties  which  drain  into 
Mansfield  Corporation  Works  the  remainder  of  the  area  is 
served  by  the  iCouncil’s  own  works.  The  rapidly  increas  ng 
population  and  the  increased  daily  consumption  per  head  ot 
water  has  resulted  in  a  decision  to  undertake  a  scheme  of 
major  improvements  designed  to  deal  with  these  problems  and 
also  that  of  obnoxious  odours  emanating  from  the  sludge  dry¬ 
ing  beds  and  which  affedt  the  houses  which  have  unfortunately 
been  erected  immediately  adjoining  the  boundary  of  the  works. 

This  scheme  has  reached  an  advanced  stage  and  is  due  for 
completion  in  March,  1964. 

Forest  Town  Area 

This  area  is  drained  into  a  joint  scheme  with  disposal 
works  at  Edwinstowe  in  the  Southwell  Rural  District  Area. 
The  number  of  properties  connected  thereto  was  1,940  at  the 
end  of  the  year,  an  increase  of  10.  Housing  development  nc  w 
taking  place  or  envisaged  will  necessitate  improvements  to  the 
main  trunk  sewer,  a  scheme  has  been  prepared  but  unforeseen 
difficulties  in  the  purchase  of  land  for  holding  storm  water  has 
delayed  Ministry  approval  and  the  invitation  of  tenders. 

Pleasley  Vale  Area 

A  private  company  owning  large  factory  premises  and 
dwellings  in  this  area  have  provided  a  small  sewage  treatment 
plant  and  the  provision  of  modern  am3nities  including  internal 
waterclosets  in  lieu  of  pail  closets  and  connecting  all  drainage 
to  the  company’s  main  sewer  is  now  in  progress  at  the  twelve 
remaining  houses.  Assistance  in  the  form  of  Discretionary 
Grants  is  being  given  by  the  Council. 
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The  following  new  sewers  were  laid  during  the  year  in 
connection  with  the  development  of  private  estates.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  collection  and  disposal  of  salvage  and  refuse  is  carried 
out  under  the  control  of  your  Health  Department  using  two 
rear  loading  fore  and  aft  tipper  freighters  together  with  trail¬ 
ers  for  the  collection  of  salvage.  Farms  and  outlying  premises 
not  reached  by  made-up  roads  are  collected  by  a  7  cubic  yard 
side-loading  vehicle  purchased  in  1954. 

It  is  at  all  times  the  policy  of  the  department  to  maintain 
a  weekly  collection  but  the  cor  Startly  expanding  housing  de¬ 
velopment,  periodic  shortage  of  labour  cue  to  sickness  and 
vagaries  in  weather  conditions  all  have  a  direct  and  adverse 
effect  and  during  the  winter  months  this  ideal  is  not  possible. 

The  Council  have  wisely  provided  for  the  future  disposal 
of  refuse  by  controlled  tipping  by  acquiring  an  additional  dis¬ 
used  quarry,  this  together  with  the  quarry  already  owned  will 
suffice  the  heeds  of  the  area  for  many  years  ahead  and  will 
eventually  provide  a  valuable  cpen  space  or  site  for  industry. 
In  addition  a  site  in  the  Forest  Town  Area  which  is  rented,  is 
being  levelled  and  will  be  brought  under  cultivation. 

Once  again  it  was  necessary  for  the  Coural  to  institute 
legal  proceedings  under  SeCfion  76 of  the  Public  Health  Adt, 
1936,  and  two  persons  were  each  fined  £1  and  ordered  to  pay 
£l-ls-Q  towards  the  Council's  coSts  on  being  found  guilty  of 
sorting  over  and  disturbing  refuse  at  one  of  the  Council’s  tips. 

Salvage,  once  a  war-time  expedient,  has  now  become  an 
integral  part  of  the  Council's  public  cleansing  service.  Markets 
for  additional  items  of  salvage  are  continually  being  sought 
and  the  income  derived  from  sales  reduces  the  overall  coSt  of 
the  service  charged  to  the  General  Rate  Fund.  During  the 
year  ended  31st  March,  1963,  sales  amounted  to  £1,930.

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Roient  Control — Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

Rats  live  in  filth,  contaminate  or  damage  vast  quantities  of 
food,  carry  both  human  and  animal  diseases  and  generally  con¬ 
stitute  a  formidable  hazard  to  any  community.  They  should  not 
b3  tolerated  in  numbers  or  under  any  circumstances  but  should  be 
sought  out  and  destroyed  and  there  is  little  doubt  that  but  for  the 
vigilence  of  the  Public  Health  Department  of  Local  Authorities  in 
this  respect  the  danger  to  the  nations  health  would  be  much 
increased. 

Your  Public  Health  Inspectors  may  direct  that  rubbish  or 
other  accumulations  harbouring  rats  must  be  removed  and  any 
person  knowingly  permitting  any  such  infestation  is  liable  to 
prosecution,  in  addition,  every  occupier  is  bound  by  law  to  notify 
the  local  authority  of  the  presence  of  rats  and  mice  on  their 
premises  in  substantial  numbers  although  the  practice  in  dealing 
with  these  reports  may  vary  between  different  authorities  .  In  this 
Urban  District  the  services  of  a  trained  Rodent  Operator  are 
available  free  of  charge  to  the  occupiers  of  residential  property 
but  a  charge  to  cover  the  cost  of  labour  and  materials  is  made  in 
respect  of  business  premises  and  agricultural  property. 

The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  continues  to 
play  a  valuable  part  in  the  field  of  rodent  control  by  periodically 
convening  meetings  of  Workable  Area  Committees  throughout  the 
Country.  These  Committees  -are  composed  of  representatives  of 
neighbouring  Local  Authorities  who  can  meet  and  discuss  mutual 
problems  assoc'ated  with  the  work  and  also  gain  valuable  know¬ 
ledge  of  the  latest  progress  in  research  into  the  many  aspects  of 
Pest  Control.  This  Authority  has  been  regularly  represented 
throughout  the  year  upon  the  North  Nottinghamshire  Workable 
Area  Committee. 

The  Sewers  serving  the  District  continued  to  be  comparitively 
free  from  rat  infestation,  indeed,  a  test  baiting  operation  of  the 
four  sewerage  systems  serving  the  Mansfield  Woodhouse  Area 
carried  out  in  excess  of  the  usual  10  per  cent,  of  all  manholes  in 
the  respective  systems  failed  to  indicate  any  rodent  activity  what¬ 
soever.  This  result  was  particularly  gratifying  in  view  of  the  large 
scale  building  development  which  was,  and  still  is,  taking  place 
in  the  District.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION. 

No  measurement  of  atmospheric  pollution  is  undertaken 
by  the  Council. 

Pollution  from  industrial  chimneys  is  negligible  since  all 
existing  plants  are  capable  of  being  operated  smokelessly 
either  being  oil-fired  or — where  solid  bituminous  fuel  is  burned 
— being  fitted  with  mechanical  stokers. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  consideration  was  given  to 
the  formulation  of  a  progressive  Smoke  Control  programme 
to  include  the  whole  of  the  diStricffc,  commencing  in  the  firSt 
instance  with  that  part  of  the  EaSt  Ward  to  the  West  of 
classified  road  C4204,  no  survey  was  however  commenced 
during  the  year. 

Numerous  smoke  observations  were  made  during  the  year 
of  the  several  industrial  plants  and  no  serious  contravents  of 
the  Adt  and  the  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations 
were  observed.

The  one  infestation  of  lice  recorded  was  brought  to  light  when 
the  tenant  of  the  house  appealed  to  the  Department  for  help  in 
identifying  and  treating  the  infestation.  It  was  found  on  investiga¬ 
tion  that  although  both  the  home  and  the  persons  normally  resi¬ 
dent  therein  were  scrupulously  clean  the  infestation  was  indeed  of 
body  lice  which  could  only  have  been  contracted  from  an  outside 
source.  All  articles  of  clothing,  bedding,  etc.,  both  obviously  in¬ 
fested  and  where  infestation  was  suspected  were  submitted  to  steam 
disinfection  -  other  articles  incapable  of  being  so  treated  were 
destroyed  with  the  owners  consent.  1  would  like  to  take  this  op¬ 
portunity  of  recording  my  appreciation  of  the  help  so  readily  and 
willingly  given  in  this  connection  by  the  Staff  of  one  of  our  local 
hospitals. 

Two  instances  were  recorded  where  dog  fleas  had  transferred 
their  affections  from  their  usual  hosts  to  persons  living  in  the  res¬ 
pective  households.  In  both  cases  a  thorough  disinfestation  of  the 
family  pet  followed  by  a  little  advice  on  animal  care  effected  a 
complete  and  rapid  treatment. 

In  addition  to  the  above  careful  attention  was  paid  to  the 
Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Vale  Road,  where,  by  the  nature  of  the 
material  deposited  thereon,  optimum  conditions  for  the  breeding 
of  house  flies  and  other  insect  pests  prevail.  [During  the  summer 
months  and  continuing  until  the  end  of  September  frequent  spray - 
.  ings  of  liquid  insecticidal  tip  dressing  wrere  made. 

s  v' 
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SWIMMING  BATHS- 

An  open-air  lido  comprising  a  swimming  bath,  learners  pool 
and  paddling  pool  constructed  by  private  enterprise  was  officially 
opened  during  the  year.  Your  Health  Department  was  consulted 
at  all  stages  of  development. 

Mains  water  is  used  for  filling  and  the  plant  provides  for  a 
complete  change  every  six  hcurs  on  a  continuous  flow  and  treat¬ 
ment  consists  of  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the  water  is  also 
heated. 

Daily  records  of  free  chlorine  content  and  pH  value  of  the 
water  are  kept,  these  showed  the  plant  to  be  working  satisfactorily 
at  all  times  and  four  samples  submitted  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  confirmed  these  empirical  tests. 

SCHOOLS. 

There  are  eight  schools  in  the  district,  four  of  which  are  of 
post-war  construction. 

The  four  older  schools  in  the  area  are  provided  with  sanitary 
accommodation  which  compared  with  that  in  the  new  schools  can 
only  be  regarded  as  most  unsatisfactory.  The  severe  winter  em¬ 
phasised  this  and  it  was  only  by  the  super-human  efforts  of  the 
school  caretakers  that  the  accommodation  was  able  to  be  used 

k 

during  this  period.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS. 

Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development,  1960. 

Further  development  of  the  one  residential  caravan  site  estab¬ 
lished  within  the  Urban  District  during  1961  arid  licensed  under 
the  above  Act  c  mtinued  during  the  year  and  at  31st  December, 
48  vans  were  stationed  and  occupied  on  the  site  which  will  [even¬ 
tually  accommodate  a  maximum  of  71.  Trees,  shrubs  and  garden 
features  have  been  provided  and  towards  the  end  of  the  year  woik 
was  commenced  upon  the  construction  of  a  bath-house.  The  site  is 
equipped  with  its  own  small-scale  sewage  disposal  plant,  has  its 
own  site  shop  and  in  most  instances  there  is  a  supply  of  electric 
power  to  each  van. 

There  were  no  new  applications  during  the  year  for  licences 
authorising  the  siting  of  individual  caravans.

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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 


One  factory  in  the  District  carries  on  the  trades  of  gut  scraper, 
fat  and  tallow  melter  and  extractor  The  production  of  organic 
feeding  stuff'  and  fertilizers  and  the  separation  of  any  inedible  oils 
and  fats  from  the  waste  parts  of  animal  carcases  necessitates  the 
rendering  of  the  waste  materials  by  steam  heating  and  the  gasses 
from  this  process  can  cause  serious  nuisance  to  the  residents  of  the 
neighbourhood  unless  some  form  of  control  is  exercised. 

Your  Department  have  continued  to  keep  these  premises  under 
constant  surveillance  and,  as  in  previous  years,  the  firm  concerned 
has  made  every  effort  to  minimise  the  emission  of  offensive  gasses 
and  have  at  all  times  co-operated  in  the  fullest  possible  way  with 
the  Officers  of  your  Department.  A  close  watch  is  constantly  being 
kept  on  new  development  ii^  the  field  of  industrial  malcdour  prob¬ 
lems  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  improve  conditions  in  this 
respect.  -fc; 


SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  ACT,  1958

This  Act,  like  those  it  has  replaced,  is  already  beginning  to 
fall  into  disuse  and  intervention  by  the  Local  Authority  is  required 
less  and  less.  This  intervention  is  only  required  where  the  landlord 
and  tenant  have  failed  to  reach  agreement  in  the  matter  of  repair  or 
where  either  the  landlord  or  tenant  require  impartial  evidence,  in 
the  form  of  a  Certificate,  as  to  the  remedying  of  defects. 

The  assumption  is,  that  in  return  for  an  increased  rent,  a 
satisfactory  standard  of  repair  and  decoration  has  been  obtained. 
It  is  to  be  hoped  that  this  standard  will  be  maintained.  Where  a 
landlord  fails  to  fulfil  his  obligations  in  this  respect,  an  agrieved

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TUBERCULOSIS. 


In  only  one  instance  was  tuberculosis  found  in  a  beast  car¬ 
case,  this  was  a  localised  condition  confined  to  the  lymph  nodes  of 
the  head  and  the  matter  was  referred  to  the  Divisional  Veterinary 
Officer  of  the  County  of  origin. 

In  the  case  of  pigs  localised  tubercular  lesions  continue  to  be 
found,  these  show  no  significant  reduction  and  it  is  thought  that 
the  origin  is  chiefly  avian. 

FASCIOLA  HEPATICA  (FLUKE) 

This  disease  which  accounts  for  the  condemnation  of  beasts 
livers  shows  a  marked  decrease  over  the  previous  two  years  when 
the  increased  number  of  Irish  cattle  slaughtered  was  established 
as  the  cause. 

The  combined  weekly  throughput  of  the  two  slaughterhouses 
again  continued  to  rise  and  consequently  required  an  increased 
amount  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector’s  time.

secure  compliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Most  traders  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  that  it 
is  in  their  own  interests  to  maintain  a  consistently  high  standard 
of  general  hygiene  within  their  premises  since  the  modern  house¬ 
wife  is  quick  to  take  her  custom  elsewhere  should  the  standard  of 
cleanliness  be  noticeably  below  average.

Bacteriological  Examination  of  Samples. 

During  the  year  7  samples  of  ice-cream  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham,  where  they  were  submitted 
to  this  form  of  methylene  blue  test  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of 
Health.  The  following  table  gives  the  results  of  these  tests.

Samples  placed  in  grades  1  and  2  are  regarded  as  satis¬ 
factory  and  samples  placed  in  grades  3  and  4  unsatisfactory. 
This  interpretation  of  the  results  is  subject  to  the  Ministry  of 
Health’s  suggestion  that  owing  to  numerous  factors  governing 
the  hygienic  quality  of  ice-cream,  it  is  unwise  to  pay  too  much 
attention  to  the  bacteriological  results  of  any  given  samp1^. 
Judgement  should  be  based  rather  on  a  series  of  samples,  and 
it  is  suggested  that  over  a  period  50%  of  a  vendor’s  samples 
should  be  grade  1,  .80%  grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20% 
grade  3  and  none  should  be  grade  4. 


WATER  ICES. 

This  term  has  in  the  past  covered  confections  consisting  mainly 
of  water  with  the  addition  of  acid,  sweetening,  colouring  and  flavour¬ 
ing,  having  little  food  value  and  being,  in  our  experience,  innocuous. 
More  recently  they  have  become  more  complex  by  the  coating  with 
ice-cream,  chocolate,  nuts,  fruit  and  other  ingredients  and 
thereby  more  liable  to  contamination.  Once  a  retailer  is  aware 
that  the  Department  is  paying  particular  attention  to  a  specific 
product  he  co-operates  by  ceasing  to  sell  that  product  until  he  is 
satisfied  as  to  its  purity. 
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During  the  year  9  samples  of  water-ice  were  sent  to  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Nottingham  and  the  following  table 
gives  the  results  of  the  tests  applied  to  them.

The  four  unsatisfactory  samples  were  all  from  one  source  and 
these  results  were  referred  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the 
district  concerned  for  investigation,  locally,  retailers  ceased  to 
handle  the  product  and  follow-up  samples  could  not  be  obtained. 

The  pH  value  of  all  the  water-ices  made  locally  was  satisfactory, 
this  indicates  that  the  acidity  of  the  product  was  sufficient  to 
retard  the  multiplication  of  pathogenic  organisms.
